“I am veiy surprised that 
council did not decide to 
right the wrong,” she said. 

Byrne said voter 
turnout at the mixed-up 
polling stations was 14 
and 18 per cent, while the 
rest of the district was 22 
to 35 per cent. 

Byrne finished 17 votes 
behind runner-up Doug 
Poulton and 59 behind the 
winner Peter Lund.

Does your neighbourhood 
pub have a stack of 
violations? These are the 
ones you should worry 
about, says Mike Horwich, 


director of food inspection 
for the province: 

• Cross-contamination of food 

• III food handler 

• Improper refrigeration 


• Uninspected food on the 
premises 

• Non-potable water supply 
These are the most common 
violations, but Horwich says 


they're not a major concern: 

• Lights burned out 
•Staff not wearing hair covering 
•Bathrooms not equipped 
with soap or paper towels

If you’ve been wondering 
if your favourite pizza 
place’s kitchen is clean, 
wonder no longer. 

As of yesterday the in¬ 
spection history of every 
eatery in the province is on¬ 
line and searchable to the 
public. You’ll eventually be 
able to see detailed reports 
on inspections ranging back 
two years. 

Every violation from im¬ 
proper food handling to 
weak shelves is displayed. 
You also see what action the 
inspectors took and whether 
the problem was fixed. 

“I don’t think there’s any 
fear as far as we’re con¬ 
cerned because it’s trans¬ 
parency, and transparency 
is very good,” said Costa 
Elies, who co-owns several 
local restaurants including 
Argyle, Mosaic and Opa. 

“We want our customers 
to know we have passed 
and we have gone through 
the regulations.” 

But Elies was more skepti¬ 
cal about a system requiring 
restaurants to post inspec¬ 
tion reports or “grades” on 
their windows. 

Many places require 
restaurants to display num¬ 
bered, alphabetical or 
colour-coded grades to cus¬ 
tomers. But at a press con¬ 
ference yesterday Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Brooke Taylor

“This is a very, very factu¬ 
al approach to dealing with 
inspections.”

A 28-year-old man was still 
unconscious in the hospital 
yesterday afternoon after an 
early-morning attack in 
Clayton Park.

Rosamond Luke is back in 
charge of AWEDA. 

Luke was dismissed last 
month by association mem¬ 
bers Irish Glazebroolc and 
Brenda Saunders/Todd after 
they allegedly discovered fi¬ 
nancial irregularities in the 
charity’s books. 

Earlier this month, four 
board members reinstated 
Luke, pending an independ¬ 
ent investigation into the 
events surrounding her dis¬ 
missal. 

“Let’s put it this way: The 
tables have turned,” Luke 
told Metro News yesterday. 

“My priority will be to go 
through and clear my name 
of all the allegations.” 

Saunders/Todd said last 
month that when they 
looked in the All Women’s 
Empowerment and Devel¬ 
opment Association’s bank 
account there was only 
$20,000 left of the approxi¬ 
mately $150,000 in grants 
they received. 


That was barely enough 
to cover expenditures like 
staff salaries. Files have 


been turned over to Halifax 
Regional Police for investi¬ 
gation. 


Board members reinstat¬ 
ed Luke at a meeting Octo¬ 
ber 7.

Victor Goldberg, said

Luke is also seeking a 
peace bond against Glaze- 
broolc. She claims she was 
at Glazebroolc’s house when 
she was threatened with an 
axe. 

Glazebroolc says that’s 
nonsense. 

“That’s just false. I’ve nev¬ 
er threatened her with an 
axe. I don’t know, she was 
so scared for her life then 
that she waited until now to 
file a peace bond? That 
doesn’t even make any 
sense.” 

The peace bond goes to 
court Nov 6.

Whether it’s Barack 
Obama or John McCain, 
Americans living in Halifax 
are gearing up for the big 
day. 

On Tuesday Americans 
will elect a new president, 
and while many Canadians 
wish they could vote, a 
number of Haligonians are 
legally allowed to. 

Dalhousie student 
Trevor Beers said he might 
go home to Bangor, Maine, 
to vote, but he hasn’t de¬ 
cided who to vote for yet. 

“I was on John McCain’s 
side for a really long time, 
but I’m not a big fan of 
Sarah Palin,” he said. 

His state usually votes 
Democrat, so he said it’s 
not really essential that he 
votes. 

There’s no doubt who 
Mike Tipping selected on 
his absentee ballot: The po¬ 
litical science student from 
Orono, Maine, called him¬ 
self a “Democrat up and 
down the ticket. 

“I’ve been following (the 
election) obsessively close¬ 


ly,” he said. “It’s interest¬ 
ing because after eight 
years, we really have a 
chance to go in a different 
direction, and that’s some¬ 
thing I’m really excited 
about.” 

Not allowed to vote in 


the recent Canadian feder¬ 
al and municipal election, 
it’s now his turn. 

“I keep hearing from 
Canadians how they feel 
the American election will 
really affect them too and 
they wish they can vote.” 


Absentee votes 


• Americans who haven't 
voted by absentee ballots 
can still make their mark. 
Mike Tipping said in some 
cases they can get a relative 
to get a ballot for them, or 
they can get a federal write- 
in ballot at the American 
Consulate in Halifax. 

He said he’s hosting a 
party to watch the results 
pour in on Tuesday night. 

Tom Kuhfahl from West- 
ford, Vt., said he likely 
won’t be voting because 
his state is expected to 
favour his choice, Obama, 
anyway. 

“It’s too much of a pain 
in the ass,” he said. 

It was the lowest-ever 
voter turnout in the recent 
Canadian election, but if 
Canadians could vote in 
the Nov. 4 election, those 
results would be much 
higher, speculated Kuh¬ 
fahl. 

“I think most Canadians 
would love the chance to 
elect the first black presi¬ 
dent,” he said. “He repre¬ 
sents our generation.”

Then again, Democrats 
are generally protectionist 
in regards to foreign trade 
and Republicans tend to be 
the opposite. 


Canadians are keen on 
the Nov. 4 election, and 
many will watch the re¬ 
sults with interest. 

“But the U.S. president is 
first, foremost and always 
the U.S. president, and he 
makes decisions in those 
ways,” he said. 

Canadians tend to con- 
sider them¬ 
selves Democ¬ 
rats, Stuart 
said, and polls 
show there is 
much support 
in this coun¬ 
try for Barack 
Obama. Oba¬

McKenna says he won’t

Frank McKenna doesn't 
want to lead the federal 
Liberals, saying the job of 
rebuilding the battered 
party was a bigger job that 
he was ready to take on. 

McKenna ended days of 
speculation with an offi¬ 
cial announcement yester¬ 
day that he would not be a 
contender to replace 
Stephane Dion, who will 
step down after leading 
the party to its worst elec¬ 
tion result in recent mem¬ 
ory. 

“Although I have been 
deeply moved by expres¬ 
sions of support for me 
from across the countiy, I 


have not been persuaded 
to change my long-stand¬ 
ing resolve to exit public 
life for good,” McKenna 
said. 

“The challenge of win¬ 
ning the leadership, 
restoring the health of the 
Liberal party and return¬ 
ing a Liberal majority gov¬ 
ernment requires a longer 
time commitment than I 
am prepared to make,” 


McKenna, vice-chair of TD 
Bank, said in a statement. 

McKenna, who served as

“It was about ‘how do I

A Liberal strategist 
called McKenna’s an¬ 
nouncement “classy and 
important” because it al¬ 
lows key players to back 
other contenders, rather 
than waiting for a deci¬ 
sion.

Free speech isn’t free

f you’re mad as hell at 
the media, you won’t 
want to miss The Me¬ 
dia’s Right to Offend: 
Exploring Legal and 
Ethical Limits on Free 
Speech if you happen to be 
near the University of 
King’s College in Halifax 
this Saturday. 

I mean, it’s no charge 
and they’re even offering 
lunch. 

Maybe you’d rather 
spend Saturday at the den¬ 
tist, but as a serial offend¬ 
er, it’s too bad I won’t be 
there — can’t be too care¬ 
ful in the wake of the or¬ 
deal of Mark Steyn and 
Maclean’s magazine before 
the B.C. Human Rights Tri¬ 
bunal. 


Steyn is a media offend¬ 
er, a very good one; albeit 
so far right he makes Sarah 
Palin look like a liberal. He 
wrote a book called Ameri¬ 
ca Alone about how Mus¬ 
lims are intent upon global 
domination and will 
achieve it through sheer 
determination to repro¬ 
duce. Demographically, the 
West is doomed. Maclean’s 
printed an excerpt head¬ 
lined: Why the Future Be¬ 
longs to Islam. 

Interesting piece, but the 
fallout is even more inter¬ 
esting. The Canadian Is¬ 
lamic Congress had a snit, 
then went shopping until 
it found a tribunal willing 
to hear its complaint that 
the article exposed Mus¬ 
lims to hatred and con¬ 
tempt because of their reli¬ 
gion. 

Turned away by Ontario, 
the CIC went to B.C., where 
it found a willing ear. No 
matter that Maclean’s is 
published in Toronto. No 
matter that Maclean’s right 
to offend is enshrined in 


the Canadian Charter of 
Rights; here on the Left 
Coast we defend eveiy- 
one’s right to complain, ad 
infinitum. 

On Oct. 10, two years af¬ 
ter the offending issue hit 
the stands, the B.C. tribu¬ 
nal issued its decision: The 
article may cause readers 
to fear Muslims, but that’s 
not the same as hatred or 
contempt. Case dismissed. 

So speech in Canada is 
still free, eh? Nuh-uh. Con¬ 
sider. It took a whack of 
lawyers for Maclean’s to 
get Steyn off the hook. The 
tribunal held a week-long 
hearing in June, then is¬ 
sued a 37-page decision 
that deconstructs eveiy tit¬ 
tle and jot. 

Why would any sane 
publisher invite that kind 
of scrutiny? 

Remind me not to write 
about Muslims ... or for 
that matter, utter any “any 
statement, publication, no¬ 
tice, sign, symbol, emblem 
or other representation 
that... is likely to expose a 


person or a group or class 
of persons to hatred or con¬ 
tempt.” 

The authors of the rele¬ 
vant section of the code 
may have been targetting 
neo-Nazis, not Mark Steyn, 
who is only neo-conserva¬ 
tive. But like most other 
well-meaning attempts to 
regulate freedom of ex¬ 
pression, it serves to lower 
the temperature around 
newsrooms, and media of¬ 
fenders risk severe frost¬ 
bite if we dare to take on 
anything more controver¬ 
sial than the price of tea in 
China. On second thought 
... tea, China, maybe not. 

So, if you’re worried 
about missing The Media’s 
Right to Offend, relax... 
and rest assured that our 
right to offend has been se¬ 
verely curtailed. 

But then again, you’ll 
miss lunch.

St. F.X.'s workhorse running back looks for elusive title

After James Green played 
his final high school foot¬ 
ball game with the St. 
Patrick's Irish almost five 
years ago, he could bare¬ 
ly speak through his tears 
of disappointment. 

On that day, in the 
provincial final, the gifted 
running back did what he 
does best — he ate up the 
ground for 240 yards and 
two touchdowns — but his 
Irish still lost in a heart¬ 
breaking upset at the 
hands of the Halifax West 
Warriors. 

Last year, Green suffered 
a similar fate. Despite a 
Herculean effort of 276 
yards and two touchdowns 
in the Atlantic University 
Sport championship game, 
his St. Francis Xavier X- 
Men lost by a single point 
to the Saint Mary’s 
Huskies. Those memories 
haunt the Halifax native as 
he resumes his quest for 
that elusive title on Satur¬ 
day, when the X-Men host 


the Mount Allison Moun- 
ties in the AUS semifinals. 

“I know what it feels like 
to come so close and lose,” 
Green says. “I came so 
close to winning in high 
school and we lost the 
Loney Bowl last year by 
just a point. It’s been years

want to take it this year.” 

During his days at St. 
Pat’s, Green dominated, 
manufacturing 300-yard, 
multi-touchdown outings 
in his sleep. But it took 
him several years appren¬ 
ticing under all-star Mar¬ 
vin McCooty — adding 20 
pounds of muscle to his 
high school weight of 172 
pounds — before he be¬ 
came the X-Men’s featured 
back. 

He was an all-star last 
season in his third year, 
turning heads with his 


dominating performance 
in the Loney Bowl. 

This season, Green piled 
up 814 yards and seven 
touchdowns on 131 carries 
and was a prime MVP can¬ 
didate before sitting out 
the final two games with a 
rolled ankle. He still led 
the conference in rushing 
by a ridiculous 307 yards. 

It’s been a gradual evolu¬ 
tion. 

“You have to take your 
time to mature and get 
bigger, stronger, and 
faster, and I learned lot 
playing behind some good 
players,” Green says. “Once 
you get your shot, you 
have to play with the same 
confidence you had in high 
school.” 

Green has little to prove 
from an individual per¬ 
spective in the playoffs, as 
his eye-popping, big-game 
numbers from past years 
speak for themselves. 

But individual statistics 
will do little to comfort 
Green if he doesn’t get his 
first championship banner 
— and the X-Men’s first 
since 1996. It could be 


Green’s last hurrah, as he 
has not yet decided if he 
will return to St. F.X. for a 
fifth and final year. “It’s go¬ 


ing to take a lot of work 
over the next few weeks,” 
Green says. “We’ve got to 
lay it all on the line.”

Performance and low 
price rarely go hand in 
hand when you’re talking 
about cars these days. 

However, with Dodge’s 
2008 Caliber SRT4, you get 
285 hp and 265 lb/ft or 
torque, starting at under 
the $25K mark. 

Talk about a bargain. 
Most performance versions 
of these compact sport 
sedans list at closer to the 
$30Kmarl<. 

SRT stands for street and 
racing technology and it is 
Chrysler’s performance di¬ 
vision. They have a number 
of models currently on the 


market including the Jeep 
Grand Cherokee SRT8, 
Viper SRT10, Charger SRT8, 
and the Brampton-built 
Chrysler 300 SRT8 and 
Challenger SRT8. 

With the Caliber SRT4, 
what they have done is tak¬ 
en a standard production 
Caliber, tweaked it with a 
turbocharger, high-perfor¬ 
mance suspension, huge 
brakes, 19-inch wheels and 
dressed it up with scoops 
and a rear spoiler, all for a 
starting price of $24,995. 

With these modifica¬ 
tions, your normal Caliber 
economy hatch now goes 


from 0-96 km/h in just over 
six seconds. A quarter-mile 
time is estimated at 13.6 
seconds. 

In the SRT4, the 2.4-litre in- 
tercooled turbo inline four- 
cylinder engine is mated 
with a six-speed Getrag man¬ 
ual transmission. No auto¬ 
matic transmission is offered, 
so if a high-performance ma¬ 
chine is your desire, be pre¬ 
pared to shift manually. 


My tester included an SRT 
option package ($925) and 
special SRT wheels ($250). 
With a destination charge 
of $1,200, the car was listed 
at $27,470. 

In the SRT4, the four- 
wheel independent suspen¬ 
sion is specially tuned and 
lowered. It features unique 
springs, front and rear anti¬ 
sway bars and twin-tube 
dampers. Traction control is 


standard. 

On the braking side, Bosch 
dual piston calipers in a bril¬ 
liant red colour are at the 
front along with huge 340 
mm (13.4 inch) discs and 
functional cooling ducts. At 
the rear are 300 mm (11.8 
inch) discs are on the rear. 

To get the power to right 
places in this front-drive 
vehicle, the SRT4 has a spe¬ 
cially-engineered Electron¬ 


ic Stability Program (ESP) 
with Brake Lock Differen¬ 
tial (BLD) technology to 
transfer torque to the drive 
tire with the most trac¬ 
tion. 

Inside, the basic Caliber 
interior has been modified 
with special SRT4 embroi¬ 
dered front seats that are 
deeply bolstered and simi¬ 
lar to those found on the 
$100K Dodge Viper. 

You also get a centre- 
mounted tach, 300 km/h 
speedometer, turbo boost 
gauge, bright aluminum 
pedals and leather-wrapped 
steering wheel (with audio 
controls) and shift knob. Al¬ 
so standard is air condition¬ 
ing with the Chill Zone stor¬ 
age compartment near the 
glove box for keeping water 
and pop cans cool on hot 
summer days. 

Outside has been dressed 
up with a functional hood 
scoop, a unique front fas¬ 
cia, fog lamps, a large rear 
spoiler and SRT badging.

Winkle, winkle little 
Wankel/How I wonder if 
your crank’ll/Torque 
enough to turn itself/Or 
will you wind up on the 
shelf. 

That little poem was 
penned by John Dinkel, a 
20-year veteran with Road 
& Track magazine in the 
1970s and one of the great 
automotive writers of all 
time. 

His poem kicked off a 
feature on the then-new 
Wanlcel rotary engine that 
German carmaker NSU 
(now part of Audi) was try¬ 
ing to make viable. 

The problem was Dr. Felix 
Wanlcel invented it to power 
torpedoes for German U- 
Boats. It was never supposed 
to last longer than a few min¬ 
utes, so hying to create a per¬ 
manent rotor seal was not an 
issue. 

NSU could not make it 
work, as hard as they tried. 
Nor could General Motors, 
Daimler-Benz, Rolls-Royce 
and Citroen. 

But the little-lcnown 
Mazda company in Japan 
gave it a go. After literally 
thousands of substances 
were tried, including 
horsehair, they got the ro¬ 
tor to seal at the apexes for 
an acceptably long period. 

Then on May 30, 1967, 
Mazda launched the world's 
first twin-rotor engined car, 
the Mazda Cosmo Sport. 

The 2009 Mazda RX-8 
marks 40 years of the ro¬ 
tary and the R3 model is 
equipped to the point that 
there are no options avail¬ 
able, but it does have more 
than a dozen extras never 
before offered on a RX-8. 

Power is a twin-chamber 
rotaiy with the equivalent 
of 1.3-litres displacement. 
The R3 version is slightly 
more powerful at 238 hp 
and 159 lb/ft of torque on 
premium fuel. Fuel con¬ 
sumption is listed at

As spectacular looking as 
the 2008 Volvo C 70 is, the 
drive is even sweeter. 

However, at $61,895 for 
the tester I recently drove, 
the C70 is priced well above 
some other retractable 
hardtops like the VW Eos 
and Chiysler Sebring. 

Good looks are probably 
its number one attribute, 
because the C70 is anything 
but practical. When you put 
the top down, there is veiy 
little room under a plastic 
cover that has to be pulled 
down in the trunk before 
the roof can be retracted. 

Granted, there is a back 
seat which can be used for 
storage, but where do you 
put your luggage and stuff if 
you have to make a stop and 
don’t want to put the top 
back up and down again? 

And speaking of the top, 
it’s something to marvel at 
when you push a button 
on the centre console to

start its downward opera¬ 
tion. In fact, the 25-to-30 
second ritual is likely to 
draw a crowd as the three 
parts fold their way neatly 
on top of each other into 
the trunk. 

The C70 comes with only 
one engine, a 2.5-litre five- 
cylinder turbo, producing 
227 hp at 5,000 rpm and 
236 lb/ft of torque. It is mat¬ 
ed with a smooth-shifting 
six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion that is a treat to oper¬ 
ate. A five-speed automatic 
with manual mode ($1,500) 
is available as an option. 


A look at the upscale interior of 
the Volvo C70. The ‘floating’ cen¬ 
tre stack is a Volvo trademark. 

As with all Volvos, I loved 
the seats. The front driver’s 
seat provided just the right 
amount of back and thigh 
support. Heated front seats 
came as part of the Premi¬ 
um Package ($2,850) that al¬ 
so included Passion leather 
upholstery, retractable side 
view mirrors with puddle 
lights, rain sensor, Home- 
link, auto dimming rear 
view mirror with compass 
and headlamp washers. 

The ride quality is quite 
soft and comfortable for a 
convertible and there is a 
good degree of rigidity in 
the body when traveling 
rough roads. 

The interior look and 
quality is first rate as in 
most Volvos. The classic 
floating centre stack is an in¬ 
teresting feature that I par¬ 
ticularly like. 


The 2008 Volvo C70 is a 2+2 convertible with a retractable hardtop that folds neatly in three 
sections into the trunk in less than 30 seconds. 


Horsepower is up nine 
over the 2007 model and a 
few new options are avail¬ 
able on the 2008 model in¬ 
cluding Volvo Blindspot In¬ 
formation System (BUS) and 
keyless drive ($575) that al¬ 
lows drivers to unlock the 
car and start it up without 
taking the key from their 
pocket. 

Volvo’s brochure adver¬ 
tises room for four, but the 
2+2 setup makes it 
cramped for taller back 
seat passengers, even with 
the front seats moved for- 


passengers — something 
many convertibles on the 
market don’t offer. 

My tester came in a strik¬ 
ing Magic Blue exterior 
colour with a Passion 
Leather Calcite interior — 
an attractive combination. 

Among the standard fea¬ 
tures are four-wheel anti- 
lock braking system (ABS), 
electronic brake-distribu¬ 
tion (EBD), dynamic stabili¬ 
ty and traction control 
(DSTC), emergency brake 
assist (EBA), whiplash pro¬ 


tection system (WHIPS), 
door mounted inflatable 
curtain (DMIC), roll over 
protection system (ROPS), 
driver and front passenger 
multi-stage air bags with 
knee pad, seatbelt pre-ten¬ 
sioners, side impact pro¬ 
tection system with side 
impact air bags, collision 
energy management body 
structure and pedestrian 
protection. As you can see, 
Volvo hasn’t gotten away 
from making safety its top 
selling feature.

Fall brings many 
driving hazards 


As autumn brings a change 
in the colour of leaves, mo¬ 
torists also need to be 
aware of the hazards 
brought about by changing 
road conditions. 

Fallen leaves tend to ac¬ 
cumulate near roadside 
gutters and, when com¬ 
bined with heavier season¬ 
al rainfall, can block road¬ 
side drains causing local¬ 
ized deep water, and wet 
leaves on the road surface 
increase the danger of skid¬ 
ding for drivers and motor¬ 
cyclists. 

Darker mornings and 
early evenings also mean 
that it is harder to spot sur¬ 
face water. 

If the road surface is 
black, pockets of water are 
less easy to see and can 
cause a sharp, unexpected 
jolt on the steering wheel 
when hit. 

The colder temperatures 
of autumn can also give 
rise to fog. 

Fog is a particular prob¬ 
lem on fast-moving roads, 
such as motorways but se¬ 
verely reduced visibility 
brings danger for drivers 


Sun’s effect 

The sun is also lower in the 
sky at sunrise and sunset at 
this time of year and mo¬ 
torists should be aware this 
can have a dangerous blind¬ 
ing effect, particularly around 
the time motorists are com¬ 
muting to and from work. 

on all roads, particularly 
junctions and round¬ 
abouts. 

Use fog lights sparingly; 
switch them on only when 
visibility is below 100 me¬ 
tres. Leaving them on after 
fog has disappeared is an of¬ 
fence and a danger to other 
motorists. 

Fog can also cause mois¬ 
ture on the windscreen; use 
wipers to clear the exterior 
and keep the interior clean 
to help maintain visibility. 

Motorists should set 
lighting and windscreen 
controls in their vehicle be¬ 
fore setting off to avoid dis¬ 
traction while travelling. 

Sharp braking can also 
be even more dangerous 
when visibility is poor.

Hoia-Baciu Forest, 

Romania 

The Hoia-Baciu Forest, 
located a few kilometres 
outside of Cluj Napaca in 
Romania, is rumoured to 
be a hot bed of unexplain¬ 
ed activity. 

Dubbed the Bermuda Tri¬ 
angle of Transylvania, it 
first gained international 
attention in 1968, when 
biologist Alexandra Sift 
captured a photo of a disc¬ 
shaped UFO. Since then, 
UFOs, apparitions, lumi¬ 
nescent orbs, nocturnal 
lights and other unusual 
phenomena continue to be 
reported in this area.

There 
are no little green men 
here, but you will find a 
most unusual souvenir — 
dried llama fetuses. Boli¬ 
vians buiy them under the 
foundation of new homes 
for good fortune. 

Though Bolivia is prima¬ 
rily a Catholic countiy, the 
popular religion is a blend 
of Christian ideology and 
pre-Colombian indigenous 
rituals. To this day, bless¬ 
ings and burning cere¬ 
monies are an important 


part of everyday Bolivian not enter the swamps 
culture — witch or not. alone. 


Honey Island Swamp, 
Louisiana

Flying over this 
UNESCO world heritage 
site, visitors will see the 
shape of a hummingbird, a 
condor, a whale, a monkey 
and what some say looks 
like a googly-eyed astro¬ 
naut. Despite years of sci¬ 
entific research, these 
“lines” remain a mystery.

Praia da Princesa, llha do 
Algodoal, Para State, 
northern Brazil: Still un¬ 
known to most Brazilians 
due to its remote location 
off the northeastern coast, 
this island is named llha do 
Algodoal because of the 
abundance of a native plant 
called algodao de sede — 
cotton silk — and the white 
sand beaches that resemble 
cotton fields (algodoal 
means cotton in Por¬ 
tuguese). Praia da Princesa 
is the most beautiful beach 
on the island. This is an iso¬ 
lated spot, so expect fabu¬ 
lous swimming in the sea 
or bays, boating, trekking 
and bike riding, but fairly 
basic facilities.

Italy Before visiting the 
mountains of South Tyrol, I 
had thought that being 
basted in herbs and gently 
baked for 20 minutes was 
something that only hap¬ 
pened to a leg of lamb. 

But in this Italian region, 
the hay bath is not a culi¬ 
nary technique; it’s a tradi¬ 
tional well-being experi¬ 
ence, designed to soothe 
away your aches and pains. 

Local Ladin farmers orig¬ 
inally discovered the 
restorative benefits of hay 
while mowing the high 
meadows. After a day of 
heavy work, they would 
sleep in the hay overnight 
and wake up feeling reju¬ 
venated and free of aches 
and pains. 

Of course, you’re more 
likely to enjoy it as the per¬ 
fect cure after a hard day of 
trekking up the mountains 
or skiing down their 
slopes. 

You’re also more likely 
to experience it in a hotel 
than a barn. Stay on a farm 
and you might soak in a 
bath full of freshly cut hay. 
But in most hotels, your 
spa therapist will slather 
you in a mix of hay and 
mud, wrap you in plastic, 
and lower you onto a warm 
waterbed, where you’ll 
float in your cocoon as you 
absorb the benefits of the 
hay.

At the thermal baths in 
Merano, you can bathe in 
radioactive mineral water, 
which is meant to soothe 
muscles, ease joints and 
improve breathing. But if 
that sounds too scary, you 
can have a relaxing mas¬

French Caribbean island a jungle village dream

Up, up, up climbs the car 
along narrow, twisted 
mountain roads. The 
sound of locusts blends in 
with the noise of the 
overexerted engine that 
struggles to ascend the 
mountain. Way up on the 
mountain there is a hotel 
that bears no resemblance 
to the palatial hotels that 
lodge tourists on the 
French island of 
Guadeloupe. 

At the top of the moun¬ 
tain 10 brightly-coloured 
wooden huts gleam 
amongst the banana palms. 
Each nail has been ham¬ 
mered in by Georges 
Clement, a French carpen-

ter who decided to leave his 
job and the metropolitan 
country and venture to 
Guadeloupe in 1990, where 
the island had been devas¬ 
tated by a cyclone. After 
having helped rebuild the 
Caribbean paradise, he 
chose to fulfill an old child¬ 
hood dream and built his 
own jungle village, Habita¬ 
tion Tendacayou. 

17 years later the village’s 
garden is enveloped in the 
scent of jasmine flowers, its 
lush tropical greeneiy evok¬ 


ing childhood reveries of 
Tarzan. In one of the many 
luxuriant trees there is a 
treehouse with a bridge 
that leads to another tree- 
top where guests can show¬ 
er with a clear view of the 
Caribbean Ocean. 

On the map the island of 
Guadeloupe looks like a 
butterfly spreading its 
wings from east to west. As 
is often the case in these lat¬ 
itudes, the rum flows as 
freely and carefree as the ca¬ 
lypso music and the ba¬ 
nanas come fresh off the 
trees. The beaches are white 
with swaying palm trees 
and turquoise water. 

It may look like a 
Caribbean postcard, but the 
envelope is French. Being a 
colony, the official language 
is French, most signs are in 
French and French main- 
landers have taken Guade¬ 
loupe to heart as their very 
own heavenly getaway. 

The two main islands of 
this French-Caribbean ar¬ 
chipelago are only separat¬ 
ed by the channel, Riviere 
Salee. The capital is Point a 
Pitre a buzzing city located 
on the island of Grand-Terre 
with many lively markets 
selling spices, fresh vegeta¬ 
bles, fish and warm colour¬ 
ful Caribbean art. Away 
from the city, Grand Terre 
offers endless sugarcane 
fields and viewpoints over 
the shimmering waves that 
crash against the mountain¬ 
side so forcefully that water 
gushes towards the sky like 
Icelandic geysers. 

Although it only takes a 
few seconds to cross the 
channel to the neighbour¬ 
ing island of Basse-Terre, 
the landscape is complete¬ 
ly different, with sugarcane 


fields replaced by lush rain¬ 
forests. 

The first European to set 
foot on this island was 
Christopher Columbus, 
who named it after a fa¬ 
mous icon of Virgin Maiy. 
Up until then, the indige¬ 
nous people used a much 
more appropriate name for 
this breathtaking place: 
“Karulcera” or “The Island 
of Beautiful Waters”. 

Underneath the sea sur¬ 
face is an underwater zoo, 
where fish of all shapes and 


colours stare at you through 
the corals as you lazily pro¬ 
pel yourself through this 
watery world. 

Celebrated marine biolo¬ 
gist Jacques Cousteau de¬ 
clared Pigeon Island, off the 
mainland’s west coast, one 
of the best diving spots in 
the world. In return he is 
honoured with an underwa¬ 
ter statue of him that rests 
upon the soft sandy seabed. 

The waters around 
Guadeloupe guard several 
secrets. The mangroves, a 


colossal nature reserve 
stretching deep into the 
ocean, are found north of 
the channel Riviere Salee. 
Although the deep blue 
colour of the water verifies 
that this is indeed the 
ocean, small forests crop up 
throughout it. When you 
jump out of the motorboat, 
you realise that the water is 
only knee-high, even 
though you are several kilo¬ 
metres offshore. The 
swampy mangrove bottoms 
foster shellfish whose 
names have probably never 
found their way into main¬ 
stream biology books. 

For the adventurous type 
the mangroves offer a bit of 
Robinson Crusoe experi¬ 
ence. La Biche is a tiny is¬ 
land, no bigger than a typi¬ 
cal townhouse yard and the 
only building is a ram¬ 
shackle tin shed. Nonethe¬ 
less, you can sit cross-legged 
on the beach and marvel at 
the peculiar sight, where 
ocean and forest unite. 

Guadeloupe is also a real 
gem for those who prefer 
land-based experiences. On 
hilly Basse-Terre the rain¬ 
forest stretches its branch¬ 
es out beyond the cliffs to¬ 
wards the volcano La 
Souffiere, commonly 
known as “The Old Lady”. 
Even if she may be capri¬ 
cious, she has lain dormant 
since 1976. On the green 
sides of La Souffiere, dare¬ 
devils can hike their way 
up mountain paths and feel 
the heat from the volcano. 
But be sure to wear your 
best hiking boots and be 
careful if you have prob¬ 
lems with your knees — 
the landscape is not exactly 
user-friendly with its slip¬ 
pery clay surface. 

Elsewhere, there is 30,000 
hectares of rainforest to ex¬ 
plore on Basse-Terre. The 
thousands of trees host a 
rich animal life, but there 
are no dangerous species; 
instead you can watch a 
gecko change colour or 
have the chilling experi¬ 
ence of seeing an eight cen-

timetre-long spider. 

The rainforest is a gigan¬ 
tic amusement park: sit on 
the top of a waterfall and 
let your body glide down 
with the gushing water 
through a small waterhole. 
The tingling sensation easi¬ 
ly beats even the most 
amazing water roller coast¬ 
er. An ingenious system of 
suspension bridges are 
built way up in the tree- 
tops and allows you to 
walk about 30 metres 
above ground. There are 
mountain sides to jump 
out from or rocky paths to 
hike on. 

Back in the jungle hotel 
up on the mountain-top, 
the guests have gathered in 
the adjacent restaurant, 
where the carpenter’s wife 
is serving oceanic experi¬ 
ences. While the guests en¬ 
joy the Caribbean speciali¬ 
ties, a couple of local musi¬ 
cians come into the restau¬ 
rant. 

“Isn’t she leeeuuuvleeeyy, 
isn’t she weeeuunderful?” 
Stevie Wonder in an unmis¬ 
takably French rendition 
seeps through the air at 
Poisson Rouge, the restau¬ 
rant run by Georges’ wife, 
Sylvie. If he is singing about 
Guadeloupe, the answer is 
easy: Yes! She is both lovely 
and wonderful.

Maclvor, who now lives 
in Toronto, said he hadn’t 
thought that he would 


win, given the others 
shortlisted for the prize. 

Other contenders, se¬ 
lected from 26 nominated 


Canadian playwrights, in¬ 
cluded Morwyn Brebner of 
Toronto; Daniel Danis of 
St-David de Falardeau, 


Que.; Colleen Murphy of 
Toronto; and Larry Trem¬ 
blay of Montreal. 

“When I heard who was 


on the short list, I thought 
that they would probably 
give it to someone else, so 
I was very surprised,” he 
said. 

“And I’m humbled be¬ 
cause it’s an amazing list 
of people who have won 
this award, because it’s 
people that I really re¬ 
spect, and it was an hon¬ 
our to think that people 
were considering me to be 
part of that group.” 

A unique aspect of the 
Siminovitch Prize is that it 
comes with $25,000 the re¬ 
cipient bestows upon a 
protege. Maclvor selected 
Vancouver playwrights 
Daniel Arnold and Medina 
Hahn, with whom he pre¬ 
viously worked with. 

Maclvor is no stranger to 
being recognized with 
awards.

Even though I'm no longer 
able to get pillowcases full 
of free candy simply for 
putting on a sweaty latex 
mask, I still love 
Halloween. After all, it's the 
only time of the year when 
it's acceptable to watch the 
most disturbing and terrify¬ 
ing movies ever made. 

Unfortunately, in recent 
years many horror-film 
lovers have found them¬ 
selves bored with the tales 
of terror that have been 
filling the multiplexes. 

Normally, audiences are 
limited to the latest Saw 
sequel, the hodge-podging 
of past horror films into 
new releases — like The 
Haunting of Molly Hartley, 
in theatres Friday — and of 
course remakes of scaiy 
movie classics. 

It’s understandable why 
remakes are being cranked 
out — the movies have a 
built-in audience thanks to 
brand loyalty — but that 
doesn’t change the fact 


that all the Texas Chain¬ 
saw Massacre and Grudge 
Xeroxes are tainting the 
memory of the originals. 

Here are some particu¬ 
larly frustrating remakes 
coming to screens in the 
months ahead: 

• Friday The 13th (Febru¬ 
ary 2009): Hockey mask 
connoisseur Jason 

Voorhees has already been 


killing horny teens in 
eleven films, yet he is be¬ 
ing resurrected to crank 
out a remake. I can’t help 
but wonder how Jason will 
find new and interesting 
ways to slaughter talent- 
starved young actors when 
he already has more than 
100 kills under his belt. 

• Last House On The Left 
(March 2009): It seems like 


Wes Craven’s entire back 
catalogue is in develop¬ 
ment for “re-imagining.” 
The most surprising of 
these projects has to be 
Last House On The Left, a 
1972 rape-revenge horror 
that still can’t be shown 
uncut in Britain. Despite 
the endless controversy, 
the film is about to be re¬ 
dressed for new audiences. 


• A Nightmare On Elm 
Street (2010): Craven’s 
1984 horror became an in¬ 
stant classic for its bril¬ 
liant conceit of a murderer 
who hunts teens in their 
dreams. Freddy quickly be¬ 
came a cultural icon, with 
countless sequels. There’s 
no denying that the suc¬ 
cess of the film came down 
to two major players: 
Craven and star Robert 
England. Neither is in¬ 
volved in the remake. 
With any luck, audiences 
won’t be either. 

• Let The Right One In 
(TEA): Tomas Alfredson’s 
brilliant teenage vam¬ 
pire/coming of age movie 
hits Canadian theatres on 
Friday, but a Hollywood re¬ 
make is already underway 
with Cloverfield director 
Matt Reeves in charge. One 
of the most original and sur¬ 
prisingly touching horror 
movies in years, it’s difficult 
to imagine a remake captur¬ 
ing the spirit of the original. 
I predict Dakota Fanning 
miscast in the lead role — 
and two hours of sleeping 
in the theater from me.

With the American 
election days away, it's im¬ 
possible to have a conver¬ 
sation without mentioning 
the two people up for the 
presidency — Barack Oba¬ 
ma and John McCain.

Reeves denies 
contact with 
photographer 

in court Actor Keanu 
Reeves told a Los Angeles 
court yesterday he did not 
knock down a paparazzo 
photographer to avoid 
having his picture taken, 
saying the man stumbled 
while walking backward. 

Reeves testified for about 
an hour in the civil lawsuit 
brought against him by the 
photographer, who 
claimed he had lost 
earnings because of 
injuries to his wrist in the 
March 2007 incident.

But Reeves said he was 
certain the only time his 
car made contact with Sil¬ 
va was when the paparazzo 
bent over and put his hand 
on the hood of his car.

Lamb Kebabs with 
Greek Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) extra virgin olive 
oil 

2 large garlic cloves, crushed 
juice of 1/2 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) chopped fresh 
oregano 

1 (16 oz / 450 g) boneless leg 
of lamb, trimmed of visible fat 
and diced 2 cm thick 

4 whole-wheat pita breads, cut 
into triangles, to serve 
Greek-style yogurt to serve 
(optional) 

GREEK-STYLE SALAD: 

6 tomatoes, thickly sliced 
1 red onion, finely chopped 
1 baby or small white cabbage, 
about 220 g, core removed and 
thinly shredded 

5 tbsp (75 mL) chopped fresh 
mint 

1/4 cucumber, halved and thin¬ 
ly sliced 

Juice of 1/2 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) extra virgin olive 

oil 


METHOD: 

1 . Preheat the broiler or heat a 
ridged cast-iron grill pan. Put 
olive oil, garlic, lemon juice 
and oregano in a bowl and stir 
to combine. Add lamb and 
turn until well coated. Thread 
the cubes onto 4 skewers. 

2 . Cook lamb under the broiler 
or in the pan for about 7-8 
minutes or until tender, turn¬ 
ing frequently. Toward the end 
of cooking, warm pita bread 
under the broiler. 

3 . Place all salad ingredients in 
a bowl. Toss gently. Serve 
kebabs with salad, pita bread 
and yogurt, if using.
